us, wearisome 
disagreeable journey of many days, 
we arrived at my father's place on the 
9th day of December, 1809, all in gooil 
health and without an accident or an 
event occurring on the way worthy of 
note. We found on the place a 
hewed log dwelling consisting of two 
rooms below and two above stairs, 
and a passage between ; the rooms 
were, I think, 18x15 feet, plank floors, 
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chimncys, covering of hoards, held on 
by what were called weight poles 
laid across the boards, and held apart 
by means of pieces of timber sawed 
at about two feet long and of suffi- 
ciently strong timber to keep the poles 
separated and the roof reasonably se- 
cure. The kitchen was a email 
cabin, built adjoining the dwelling, of 
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wooden chimney with large rocks set 
up for jambs, with dirt floor, I think, 
and a small negro cabin. 

My grandmother took her slaves to 
one of my uncles, who was much bet- 
ter prepared to make her comfortable 
and keep her slaves. There were ten 
or twelve acres of my father's land 
cultivated in com, and the ground be- 
ing fresh and very rich, he procured 
a supply of corn from the tenant who 
cultivated the crop-and some vegeta- 
bles. So soon as the slaves were made 
as comfortable as the means would 
allow, the clearing of more land for 
cultivation was begun in earnest. The 
forests were very thick and the trees 
large, and the sound of the woodmau's 
ax everywhere was heard from early 
morn till dark. But now the lands in 
that part of the State are denuded of 
timber, and a forest tree cue foot in 
diameter can rarely be found. 

It might wot be uninterestiug to 
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to the Woodford county land. His 
mother was a daughter of Capt. John 
Ashby (familiarly known as Capt. 
■lack Ashby), his parents emigrated to 
the colony of Virginia at an early pe- 
riod from England. He was born in 
Virgiuia, a new and sparsely settled

i fort on the headwaters of the 
Shauandoah river. About the year 
1750, a dispute arose between Eng- 
land and France as to that portion of 
the country afterwards known as the 
northwestern territory of the United 
States extending from the great lakes 
to the Louisiana territory.

France had planted a lead plate 
the banks of the Ohio rivei with 
assertion of the right to the whole 
of it, and proceeded to occupy the 
the country with troops and settlers, 
and to erect a chain of forts from the 
lakes southwest so as to unite Cana- 
dian France with Louisiana, then a 
territory of France also, and thus to 
(■online England's possessions within 
very narrow limits. These proceed- 
ings on the part of Franco caused 
great excitement in England and Vir- 
ginia. At once England began to 
prepare for war, and sent over arms 
and supplies to that end and Robert 
Dinwiddie, then Governor of Virginia, 
was directed formally to notify the 
French authorities of her claims, and 
if not J icldcd to, to fight for them. In 
obedienco to orders, the Governor of 
Virgiuia drew up a strong protest 
against the French occupation of the 
territory, and selected George Wash- 
ington as his envoy to deliver his 
protest to the French commander. I It- 
was then just twenty-one years of age, 
aud beyond the limits of his military 
district, and this was his first appear- 
ance in public affairs. He had been 
selected by Lord Fairfax, an English 
nobleman, who had passed his younger 
days in the most fashionable society 



Duchesses, but disappointment iu love 
had driven him to tho woods of Vir- 



ginia to spend hirlait days in retire- 
ment, If not iu solitude, and he settled 
on an estate inherited from his ances- 
tors, including what is called the 
Northern Neck of Virginia, consisting 
of many thousand acres, and he en- 
gaged George Washington, when a 
youth of sixteen years of age, to sur- 
vey his lands west ot the Blue Ridge. 
Here Jie spent several years roughing 
it on the border. The Northren Neck 
of Virginia, which begins on the 
Chesapeake Bay and lies between the 
Potomac and Rappahanoc Rivers, 
crossing the Blue Ridge and passing 
through it with the Potomac at Har- 
per's Ferry, extends with the heads 
thereof iu the Alleghany mountains 
aud thence a straight, crossing the 
North Mouutain and Blue Ridge at 
the headquarters of the Rappahanoc. 
In passing, Washington stopped at 
Green way Court, tho name of the 
Fairfax residence, and a warm 
friendship grew up between them, and 
through that means Washington got 
tho reputation of a man of a great ex- 
ecutive ability. One of the Fairfax 
family married Gen. Washington's 
oldest brother, Lawrence Washington, 
and it is not improbable that L Wash- 
ington got Mt. Vernon by his wife, 
daughter of W. Fairfax, who lived 
near Mt. Vernon. 

In November, 1753, Washington set 
out on his mission with a small party 
and traversed the woods to the Indian 
village called Logstown, where he was 
told he would find the Fiench com- 
mandant near Lake Erie. On the 
envoy's arrival there he found Chev- 
alier De St. Pierre, tho commandant, 
and he met Washington with cour- 
tesy and dignity. Washington handed 
him the Governor's protest, and, after 
reading it, the old soldier replied : "I 
am here, sir, by the order of my Gen- 
eral, and I assure you, sir, I will con- 
form my actions to his orders with 
that resolution that is expected of a I 
worthy officer . ■ •• soldier." With | 
that response Wa'sLmglou had no al- | 
tcrnative but to return.

It is almost the universal 
belief that Mr. Blaine sent in his 
resignation for the sole purpose of be- 
coming a candidate for the Republi- 
can Nomination, for the Presidency. 
Mr. Blaine's letter declining to be a 
candidate, was doubtless in good 
faith, but the continual snubbing 
which he received on the part of the 
administration was beyond endur- 
ance and Mr. Blaine quit without 
a moments warning, just as all proud 
and great men should do, and now 
Mi. Blaine reasons for his action is 
becoming known and are justifiable. 
His friends used his name before the 
Minneapolis convention hopiug the 
Republicans would approve it. 



As Viewed From Washington. 

All eyes political are now turned 
toward Chicago. The result at Min- 
neapolis has been received with vary- 
ing comment and fecllngB here, but 
outside of those whose places and 
political fortunes are dependent 
the administration there is a pretty 
general notion that the Republicai 
party enters the campaign with a hard 
row to hoe. Much depends upon the 
action at Chicago. Had Mr. Blaine 
been nominated at Minneapolis Cleve- 
land's nomination at Chicago would 
have been a foregone conclusion, but 
as Harrison has once beaten Cleve- 
land the question arises whether tho 
advantage of that fact would not be 
fatal to the latter in the coming strug- 
gle. Among over twenty prominent 
Democrats with whom your corres- 
pondent talked yesterday, including 
four or five delegates to the conven- 
tion, fully one-half, while expecting 
Cleveland's nomirtation, questioned 
deep dowq in their guards whether 
a new man like Flower or Whitney 
would not make more certain of car- 
'ork, or whether Boies or 
pbcllor Gorman, would 
not on the whole be more likely to 
win. These questions are raised by- 
many who are really Cleveland men 
at heart but who care more fo 
than for any mere sentiment. 

The real trouble and anxiety of the 
President is Just beginning. After 
bending all his energies and every re- 
his office to securing n reuom- 
hc now begins to realize that 
a still harder fight, must be made in 
the canvass, and that even then he 
may lose. He already finds that he 
has his hands full. As he proposes to 
take general direction of his own cam- 
paign, of course the public business 
To keep track of the 
legislation of Congress and pass bills 
sent to the White House for his signa- 
ture, and at the same give proper con- 
sideration to all the matters brought 
before him by his cabinet officers, 
while his days and nights are given 
consultations with politicians 
from everywhere, is an utter impossi- 
bility. Another perplexing feature of 
the situation is the filling of the large 
number of offices now vacant, and 
taking care of the promises made be- 
fore the ballot at Minneapolis. It is 
no score* now that every office in the 
gift of the President has been prom- 
ised two or three times over, not only 
for the present but for the second 
term, should there be one. John C. 
New had carte blanche at Minneapo- 
lis, and he used it unstintingly. 
Should Harrison pul! through in the 
election there will be lots of uu over 
this situation. All this emphasizes 
the necessity of making the President 
ineligible for a second term. 

It is the idea of Mr. Harrison to 
have a money campaign. He knows 
that Quay and Dudley bought New 
York and Indiana for him four years 
ago, and while he went back on them 
after he got ]>ossession of the office, he 
thinks somebody else will be found to 
carry out the same programme this 
year. It is proposed to raise ' a cor 
ruption fund even larger than that so 
cured by Quay and Waunamaker ii 
1888. That is why Whitelaw Reid was 
put on the ticket. Mr. Reid has 
self come to be a very rich man by the 
liable methods employed by the 
-getters of Wall street, and his 
paper, the New York Tribune, has 
been the organ of this element ever 
since Reid obtained control of it. 
This thrifty young man claims in pub- 
lic that the nomination was unex- 
pected to him, yet he was sending 
electrotypes of his portrait around to 
the newspaper offices in New York 
two days before it occurred. It is also 
laid that he furnished the cash to 
lolldity the southern delegate 
Harrison, and stands pledged to 
the largest campalgu fund over i 
That is Mr. Reid's sole strength, 

Trcakuw Witt fully explained be- 
fore the campaign is far advanced. 
One Illustration of his character is 
furnished in his treatment of poor old 
Horace Greely. In 1872 Mr. Greely 
made Reid what he was. He gave 
him an opportunity on the Tribune, 
aud favored him in every way. Yet 
w hen Greely was nominated for Presi- 
and temporarily left the editor- 
ship in charge of his protege the latter 
p r oceeded through rich friends to get 
" i ii, uncut control of the paper, and 
upplanted his patron. After the 
campaign was over Mr. Greely learned 
the truth.

Father Mollinger, the far-famed 
priest-physician, «of Mount Troy, 
Allegheny, died at 1:50 oxlock Wed- 
nesday afternoon. Death was causod 
by strangulated hernia. Father 
Mollinger was born in Holland, of 
well-to-do parents, who sent hitn to 
St. Vincent's College, West Moreland 
county, Pa., to be educated for 
the priesthood. He was ordained at 
St. Vincent's. He also studied medi- 
cine at this college. In 18(i9 ho came 
to Mt. Troy, and lias been there ever 
since, and, becoming widely known 
for .performing mauy miraculous 
cures both by medicine and by a relic 
of St. Anthony. Father Mollinger 
was 70 years old. He leaves a for- 
tune of about a million dollars. 

Eight lives were lost by the Chica- 
go tornado, instoad of two, as first re- 
ported, and fifteen persons were 
jured. 

The British steamer Petrolia, which 
left Philadelphia May 26 with a full 
cargo of crude petroleum, was struck 
by lightning near the harbor of Blaye, 
in Franco Tuesday.

Only two 
ot the forty-flvo men who were 
on the Tridgo when it fell escaped 
Twenty-two wore killed 
outright, and as many more injured 
mauy of them so frightfully that 
they connot survive.

Uittcrncss is doubtless sometimes 
due to food, such as bitter weeds, but 
I think such cases are rare. Green 
clover has a bilter taste, so have the 
of many trees and shrubs, but 
the cow appears to have the ability 
to eat such without Imparting bit- 
terness to her milk unless fed in ex- 
cessive quantity. I have'known green 
millet, green barley and even green 
grass to give a rank, disagreeable 
taste to milk when cows were given 
large quantities, all they would eat, 
often after being previously kept on 
an exclusively dry hay diet. I sup- 
pose the} consumed more of the green 
stuff than they could fully and per- 
fectly digest. Cows approaching the 
period of calving sometimes give ab- 
normal milk that requires special 
treatment to have it good. Such 
milk, if scalded at once after milking 
may remain sweet, when, if left 
itself, it would grow bitter in a day 
or two. 

Another cause of bitterns 
presence of bacterial germ 
into the milk in the stab 
swamp hay has been shaken up and 
filled with dust. Such hay 
cs contains certain kinds of 
plants which appear to favor 
bitter-producing germs in the 
probably during the curing process, 
something as bacteria are multiplied 
in silage. To avoid all danger from 
such sources care should bo taken to 
milk in a clean, pure atmosphere and 
to do the shaking up of dusty hay 
after the milk has been removed 
from the stable. 

Scalding of milk will prevent bitter- 
>ss, as heat kills the germs which 
otherwise might multiply while cool- 
ing in the ordinary way. Quickly 
cooling milk will also prevent or re- 
tard the multiplication of troublesome 
germs, as most of the species require 
a warm or moderate temperature 
for their growth. Some bitter germs 
however, grow in milk at a low tem- 
perature which partly explains why 
milk is more often bitter in winter 
than in summer. — X. E. Farmar.

Kentucky Wan 
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Be It enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky : 

1. That, it lhall he unlawful for any 
tobacco warehousemen, corp.. ration or 
iu.HvitluaU, to combine together by 
any rule, by law or otherwise, for the 
pnrpoae of controlling, or in any way 
interfering with the free unrestricted 
right to bid on or purchase leaf tobacco 
offered for gale at public auction at 
any warehouse or ^aoe of sale where 
tobacco is Bold by eflch warehousemen 
lor others in this Commonwealth. 

2. That it shall be unlawful for any 

laws of this State, to prohibit any of 
its members or others from bidding 
or purchasing leaf tobacco at a 
warehouse that now exists or may 
hereafter be organized or established 
in this Commonwealth. 

3. That all sales of leat tobai 
public auction in this State shall bo 
free and open to all responsible bid- 
ders. 

4. That all tobacco warehousemen 
selling leaf tobacco in this State shall 
make no distinction or difference be- 
tween purchasers as to charges, sam- 
ples, warranty or otherwise, whether 
said purchasers be members of the 
Tobacco Exchange or not. 

5. Any warehousemen, agent, 
ger, corporation or organization, 
shall violate any of the previsions of 
this act, shall be guilty of a misde- 
demeanor, and shall, upon trial and 
conviction in any court of competent 
jurisdiction, be fined for each offense 
in any sum notJess than twenty-live 
dollars uor more than one hundred, 
in the discretion of the court or jury 
trying the case, and, in addition, shall 
forfeit all their corporate rights and 
privileges under the laws ot this State. 

6. AH laws or parts of laws in con- 
flict with this act are hereby repealed. 

Whf.kkas. Under the rules of the 
Tobacco Exchange, all parties desir- 
ing to purchase leaf tobacco who are 
not members of said Exchange are 
now precluded from bidding on or 
purchasing tobacco iu the public mar- 
kets of this State, to the great damage 
of growers as well as outside pur- 
chaser or parties desiring to purchase 
tobacco in said markets, by restricting 
bids and competition; therefore an 
emergency exists, and this act shall 
take effect and be in force from aud 
after its approval by the Governor.

by sheep in a pasture, even if it 
not intended to graze with them sole- 
ly, as there are many plants which 
they will cat which cattle are eilhc 
not fond of or which are too fine for 
them to feed upon, and it is found that 
r sheep in a pasture will keep 

some very undesirable plan 
i, without them, would occupy 
ificuous position. However well 
it may be to have a few sheep with cat- 
tle In a pasture, it is certainly uuadvis- 
ablo to have many, as, being very close 
grazers they will keep down the best 
of grasses, as well as the worst, and 
the cattle will deteriorate in condition 

an alternative system to that, it would 
be more beneficial to let the sheep have 
the pasture entirely to themselves for 
a time, or to graze a field which was 
not in a satisfactory condition one 
year with cattle and the next season 
with sheep. Indeed, instances have 
occured iu which buttercups and some 
other plants have been completely 
got rid of by pasturing with sheep a 
year or two, as being eaten down con- 
tinually in the spring, before coming 
into flower, so weakens the root that 
it is pushed out by more vigorous and 
productive plants. So, too, other 
plants which ripen their Bccd later 
he year may be weakened or ex- 
terminated in the same way. At Ihi 
same time there may be somethiut 
said in favor of allowing pastures, 
which have been kept down by sheep, 
to be grazed for a year or two by cat- 
tle ; by this change the roots may in- 
crease in vigor, the turf thicken and 
the general production be augmented. 
Horses are bad grazers, but they, too, 
11 level the pastures by eating in 
J promoxity o( the dung of the cat- 
tle, and thus render a benciit in one 
way, but their dung is so powerful 
that unless quickly spread, it burns up 
the pasture and lessens its production. 
In mixing stock-Judgment is essential ; 
in the changing of stock on tho fore- 
going principles, there will be found 
advantages, and in the proper cultiva- 
tion of our vast area of permanent 
ere will be discovered ines- 
timable benefits.

Cocke will spend the next year in 
hospital practice, and will eventually 
locate in Boston, as a specialist in dis- 
eases of the throat and lungs.
